Mr Phillippo said the claim was divided 
into two paris, for the detontion of the 
plaintiff in the boarding house from 16th 
Ootober to Lat December, 1892, and also

Docember. Upon the evidence of the 
plaintiff herself be submitted thore was ho 
detention proved; and be. wonld ‘not take 
up the timo of the (oart addressing his 
Lordship on the point Coming tu tho 
agcond point, he reminded his Lordship 
that under tho 21th Section of the Sum. 
moty Court Ordinance .No. 14 of 1873, a 
woman could be sued wader coverture pro- 
vided her husband was out of the Colony, 
and there was an affidavit before the Court 
that the woman’s huatand was outside the 
Colony, In making cut theie casa tho 
plaintifis had not attempted to show that 
thers was no reasonable and probable causa 


and wifo —— 

Mr Phillippo--I do not admit that, 

Mec Hastings did not know what instrnc- 
biona the dofoudants gave their ‘solicitor 
whon they wished to issue this warrant, 
butif thoy inatemeted him with theso facts 
that these parties were husband and wifo 
then thoir solicitor, if ha had adviesd them 
properly, should ‘havo instructed them that 
thero was no cause for actionagainstthe wo- 
man alone in thia Colony antes sho. had a 
separate estate, No effort was made. to 
prove that sho had.n separate odtate. Tho 
defondsnte whon they ordered this warrant.

davit was false or untnre and perhaps 
tho greatest point in delendants’ farour wos 
thot his friend had altogether neplected or 
failed to show that hisdient had sustained 
any damoge. ‘That. vould havo to be 
shown before his Lordship who was sitting 
both as Jddge and jury in this case could 
givo any damages, becatsa in, order to res 
cover damages its actious for malicious pro~ 
seoution it must bo shown that tho party 
suing had suffered ‘in peraon, reputation or 
pocket.’

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Sir Robort Ball contributesto the forthaom— 
ing number of the King's Oun-an accodnt of 
the great earthquake whioh ocourred in Japan’ 

do October 28, 1881, in whish he gives aa 

explanotion of earthquakes, Tho great 

disturtaase, he says, took place at the contro 

of Japan, in tho. profeoturcs of ‘Aichi ond 

Gifu. Over a region of about 4,200 square 

miles tho deatrustion of buildings and on- 

gineering worke was tremendous, But the 

Intloenes of the earthquake hed & much 

wider range. Brick buildings wera affected 

over an area six times’ as“groat oa that we' 
ave named, and the shocka wero érperion- 
cod with groater or Jess intausity throughout 

a district far greater still, Japan is o 

country in whish earthquakes.are of grant 

frequency, and many disturbances have 

been recorded in the diatriot now under oon- 

sideration in pravious years, For example, 

in 1888, about nineteen shoolts wore! ox- 

yerienced neat the centro’ of the region 

which suffered most sevirely in Ootobor 

1891. It haa aleo ben recorded that violoat 

earthquakes have happensdin the northern 

port of Gifu in the earlier portion of tho 

century. On three oceasions, buildings 

were wrecked, Lives have leon saorificed, 

and, great floods have onured wide-sproad 

destruction. It wadin'a monntain range 

that the disturbance seems to have originat- 

ed. Deap down in ‘the earth some great 

convulsion occurred. Ag to tha precise 

natore of the convulsion wo aro not informed 

but itis. nevertheless possible to. givo a’ 
general notion of the causa from which agch- 
phenomena take their origin, 

A coal miner. well knows that the deoper 
tho pit the warmer he finds it. -Bvon in the 
severest winter, at the bottom of 2 toal pit, ~ 
frost would ba unkaowa, Our decpeat minca, 
however, only amonnt to 4 very insigni- 
ficant opening ia tho earth, when its dae 
proportions reconsidered, “Wo have never, 
pierced tha: interior of our globe to an 
extent comparable with that of the depth of 
the rind of an orange, or aglobe the same 
size ma an ormoge, Consequently, any 
obsorvations that «an-bo made oven in tho 
deepest mino ara only available to a very 
limited extent, far affording usa volion of 
what the interior of tho eirth may be like; 
But where observation fails, our reason 
steps in ‘and. adda greatly. to our 
‘information. ‘The fact that the tem. 

perature gradually incroasta tho deeper we 
go shows us that thie incresse must atill 
continue even at depths far beyond those to 
which we can attain, Suppose, for in- 
etanoa, a red-hot cannon ball is left to eool, 
the heat is radiated away from the outside, 
aud ibb internal heat, travelling outwards 
from the interior, has to arrive at tho out- 
sido boforc. it, too, can be dispersed by 
radiation. Ifthe cannon ball wero 9 very. 
large one, it would be found that the 
exterior grew cold while there wos atill « 
great deal of warmth at thecentro—in fact, 
if the dimensions of the bull woro suficient-, 
ly large it might atill ba red-hot in tha 
middle, while st the outslde it was cold” 
enough to placa your hand upon. Just so 
is it with the earth; it Is a vast cooling 
bodly—the heat from the interior is gra- 
dually leaking out to’ the surface, from 
whence it will'be dispersed by. radiation, 
The deoper that we. peuetrated into its 
interior. the hotter it would be found, and 
from tho observed law of increate in the 
depths whick aro accessible to us, it becomes 
poseibla to calculate, withla ‘certain limita, 
what tho heat must be in regions lower 
atiil. | é 

_ Xt is thns quite ensy to mcertain that at m 
depth of seme twenty or thirty miles below 
our feet the temperature of the eirth mait 
have risen to 4 point approsohing that of in 
oandéacont iron, and yet the depth wa hava 
uamed is duly about 6 two-hundredth part 
of the whole radius of the earth, Jt, there~ 
fore,’ follows’ that the entire interior of 
cur globe ix composed of matter booted to 
such an extent that its behaviour must be 

uite different from that of the solid rocks 
that we know on its surface, From those 
considerations it will not be difficult to show 
that sarthquakes manst oconsionelly happen, 
Ef the earth is the great heated globe that we 
know. it ie, then, according to the laws of 
heat, it must bo continually cooling, It is 
true that the process of cooling is so oxtremo~ 
ly slow that in centuries, or oven thousands 
of years, thera ia nochange in the thermal © 
candition of the globe svhich is appreciable 
to our observation, but still the oooling goss 
on from age to age. Another Jaw of heat 
assures us that, io general, a body that ja 
cooling must bo contracting—a red-hot pukor . 
beoomes somewhat aborter os it parts with it 
heat abd grows cold, An iron balk which 
when cold will juat pass through a ring, 
will be too large to pass through the ring 
when the ball isglowing with a rod beat, Tho 
earth cannot form an excoption to this: genge 
ral law, It is ovaling, sad therefore it 
must be contracting, itis true that the 
change is a very slow one, Lt would ba 
fmpussible by any measurement to show: 
that tho earth is any smaller now than it 
was lout year, or than it was 9 hundred 
years ago, but, nevertheless, the shrioking 
still gaeaon, And now we are getting very 
near to the true explanation of eurlhquaker, 
Tho exterior of the earth is not only cold, 
‘but it has become hard aad solid, It isa 
crust or shell which envloses the interior, 
which has not yet lost {ls heat, ond which 
is still very far from bard. Aa this innoy 
part loses heat it tends to get smaller than 
the outer crust, ‘It is, however, icupossible 
for a void to be created.’ The orast mast, 
thercfore,. perforcs accommodate itself to 
the shrinking interior, . Thid may, perhaps, 
tako place in some degree gradualt: s butit 
is easy to eco that the proyess must not uo. 
frequently be accompanied by violence, A
